As a result, te| 
guerillas enjoy complete freedom of 
eommunication across the Peiping- 
Hankow Railway line, for instances, 
tnd thereby access from their monn< 
jain districts to the central olain of 
Finpel, and vies versa.

Ambassador Arrives

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China Inheritance 
‘Tax Explained 


Chungking, Jan. 6. 

Detailed regulations" governing 
China's Inheritance Tax, which came 
{nlo force on January 1, 1940, were 
made public today for the first time. 

Estates are liable (o taxation if the 
properties of a deceased lie within 
the territory of China, or if the de- 
ceased owned property in China and 
f forelgn country. 

Legacies on which taxes are pay- 
able inelude movable and, immovable 
properties, and also arlicles and in- 
{eresis that have a property value. 
Property under 5,000 Chinese dollars 
{in value will be exempted from taxa 
ton. 

‘Properties which belong to offleers 
and men of the army, navy and alr 
force who have lost their lives in an 
‘act of war, or as a result of injuries 
received in an act of war, will be 
exempted from taxation. 

‘Properties donated to public insti- 
tutions of education, culture, charity 
or public welfare not exceeding a 
total value of 500,000 Chinese dollars, 
will be exempted from taxation, 

Persons entitled to legacies must 
report to the local legacy tax office 
within ten days after an inheritance, 

‘Afler appraisement by the oMce, 
the tax must be paid within one 
month of notice. 

"Attempts to evade taxation are 
able to penalties from two to three 
times the eriginal amount of tax pay- 

‘The rates range from one per cent, 
for ‘a sum below 100,000 Chinese 
dollars to 80 per cent, for sums above 
10,000,000 Chinese doilars. The rates 
rise sharply for sums above 2,000,000 
Chinese dollars —Reuter.

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SEVENTY FULL YEARS 
Jan. 3. 

It was today, seventy years ago, that 
the editor of the “North-China Daily News” 
penned an announcement which was of 
lasting importance in the history of this 
journal. Negotiations, which had been pro-

purchase by the “North-China Daily News” 
of the “Supreme Court and Consular 
Gazette," which was to be amalgamated

Tt is interesting to recall the circumstances 
in which a daily newspaper was printed in 
those days. There were no telegrams 
arriving, and ultimately, when they” did, 
they consisted of a few ‘words, bald statc- 
ments of fact, and generally occupying but 
a'line or two in the columns next to the 
leading atticle. The tacl was in the neigh= 
ourhood of 6/-, with a dollar consequently 
at 4/2. Trinity Church had been opened on 
‘August 1 of the provious year. It was en- 
cumbered with plenty of debt, and the 
Architect. Mr. Gilbert ‘Scott, away back in 
England, had not yet received his fees which 
represented a then undetermined amount. 
‘Just before the old year died it was an- 
nounced that the "Shanghai Recorder" had 
ceased to exist and in recording its passing 
fn editorial. predecessor wrote: “We have 
always found our contemporary a frank 
‘and courteous ‘rival and. regret his dis- 
‘appearance from the fleld." In those days, 
when editors in Shanghai, and indeed all 
long the coast, took the’ greatest pleasure 
in flaying the hide oft each other, this brief 
valedictory probably recalled many a stern 
wordy battle, for in those days if there were 
ho news, and very often there was none, 
ews had to be made somehow. “The 
editorial staff of “the “North-China Daily 
News" had not had its New Year holiday. 
‘The General Chamber of Commerce had 
decided for some reason to hold its annual 
general meeting on New Year's day—a 
practice Which has sines, fortunately been 
Giscontinued,—the omee had Kept open to deal 
with It and the holiday was observed on 
January 2. That was not the hardship it 
imight be nowadays, for It is on record that, 
even ata much later date, if it were decided 
that up-country shooting was more attractive 
than recording the parish pump polities of 
au small but thriving port, publication of the 
Daper was suspended, a gentle habit which 
eventually brought " about mild protest 
in the publication by some wags years after 
‘wards of the “Daily Snooze”. which seems 
to have brought about a change of heart.

Like the fox who is alleged to enjoy being 
hunted, the quails apparently liked being 
shot at. 

Cases in the Supreme Court, if sufficiently 
Important, were reported at very cor 
able length. Full shorthand notes were 
{taken and for days, long after the hearing 
itself had concluded, the account of the 
proceedings was published serially, to such 
fan extent that on oceasion Shanghai knew 
the result of the case long before the full 
‘account of the trial had been concluded. 
Apropos of this, the acquisition of its new 
dignity by the '“North-China Herald,” by 
reason of the incorporation of the “Supreme 
Court and Consular Gazette,” did not 
daunt the editor , for a few days 
after the announcement’ the daily paper 
‘went on record concerning the temperature 
prevailing in Court. It was very cold, 
notwithstanding three grates and one stove. 
“These,” the editor concluded, “'seem to be 
ornamental and not for use.”” The fact is 
that a verbatim shorthand writer cannot 
fake an accurate note unless he is warm, and, 
if three grates and a stove could not make him 
30, there was obviously something radically 
wrong, deserving of the sly editorial dig. 
But things have changed with the passing 
years. Where but a few words reached 
Shanghai by cable, and the daily puzzle of 
the editor was how to fll the paper, 
thousands now arrive every twenty-four 
hours presenting the much more difficult 
problem of how to get it all into the columns 
of which there are many times more now 
than then. Local events were few and far 
between, and where in those days column 
after column of very turgid debate at 
meetings was the rule, today the task is to 
present as complete 'an account in the 
shortest length possible. Then the editorial 
‘department was like a pump, now it functions 
more like a shoe-horn: these were spacious 
days when an hour either way made no 
difference: now the anxious eye ultimately 
has to watch the fleeting minutes. There 
Ihave been other changes during the three- 
score years and ten since the above extract 
was written, but in the pages of the “North- 
‘China Herald & Supreme Court and Consular 
Gazette” has been recorded the very f 
cinating history of a very remarkable city. 






































MORE PEACE FEELERS 
Jon. 4. 


‘That peace feclers are being thrown out 
is evidenced by the interest which is being 
shown in the reported peace proposals which 
‘appeared in “Le Petit Parisien,” the ref 
erence to peace conditions by “Le “Temps,” 
and an article on the same subject appear 
ing in the Italian semi-official newspaper 
“Giornale d'Italia.” It is significant that the 
reports on which these articles appear to be 
based should have originated in Italy itself, 
and, though they probably amount to no- 
thing more than an attempt to sound out 
the market, they are nevertheless worthy of 
consideration. “Le Petit Parisien,” warn- 
ing its readers that the report must be ac- 
cepted with all reserve, suggests that 
elements in the Reich are striving to initiate 
{a peace offensive, which, should it be suc 
cessful, would be favourable to Germany, 
and leave her an essential part of her con- 
quests. The alleged scheme involves a 
reshuffle of the German Government, the 
‘levation of Herr Hitler to the post of Presi- 
dent, with Fleld-Marshal Goering as Chan- 
‘cellor, the inclusion of such men as Herr R. 
Mackensen and Dr. Schacht in the Govern- 
ment, and the elimination of such radicals 
jas Dr. Joseph Gobbels, Herr Himmler and 
Dr. Ley. ‘The scheme envisages the re- 
lestablishment of Poland and Czechoslovakia, 
reduced in size through arbitration by a 
high personage, the renunciation of autarchy, 
‘and the general re-entrance of Germany 
into the European economic system, which 
must remain impossible so long’as the doc- 
trine of self-suliciency is adhered to. ‘The 
{disappearance of authoritarian régimes would 
Jseem to be the pre-requisite of any poace 
reached under such a suggestion as that 
outlined above, and it is interesting to note 
‘that in this connection the “Giornale d'Italia,” 
far from being enthusiastic about it, firmly 
ejects any such proposal. As the Journal 
question is not dealing with the report in 
“Le Petit Parisien,” but an article appear- 
ing in “Le Temps,” its reaction to the more 
comprehensive peace-fecler is not mani- 
ested, but as the latter contains the sug- 
gestion of the disappearance of autarchy it 
may be taken that its contentions apply 
/with equal force. 

‘The assertions of “Le Petit Parisien” that 
[German captains of industry appear agree- 
fable to any interior solution which will pre- 
vent Germany slipping towards Bolshevism, 
Jand the report that Generals von Reichenat 
Jand J. Blaskowitz are sounding Nazi leaders 
‘and heavy industry magnates are interest 
ing, and highly significant if true, ‘The fact 
is that the German military have all along 
been uneasy over Herr Hitler's policy, in- 
volving the commencement of a war con- 
cerning the outcome of which they have at 
no time shown any real confidence. They 
fare equally anxious lest Herr Hitler should 
plunge them into some military adventure 
which they fear could only lead to disaster, 


























and there cannot be the slightest doubt that 

see the 
Hitler than that he 
should continue in power and lead the 
country to further diMcullics, It has to be 
remembered that while Herr Hitler has 
‘enunciated his desire for peace, it meant a 
peace which Jeft him in possession of the 
‘swag. ‘The suggestions which are now being 
canvassed seck to give something to assuage 
the anger of the Allies, while at the same 
moment leaving Herr Hitler in power, with 
the greater portion of his untawful ‘gains, 
land the discharge of assistants who never 
formulated policy, but merely executed his 
designs. ‘The proposed peace offensive must, 
therefore, prove entitely unacceptable to the 
Allies, save insofar as, if they are ever put 
forward, they will indicate some degree of 
weakening in the German stand. ‘The elova~ 
tion of Herr Hitler to the presidency, and 
Field-Marshal Goering to the chanceliorship 
is not so radical a change as the Allies would 
desire, for it is open to very considerable 
doubt’ whether a man of the type of Herr 
Hitler would be content to play second 
fiddle 10 a former subordinate, and to relin= 
quish the power which he has been enjoy- 
ing for all’ too long. ‘The suggested change 
would be as effective as a shadow compared 
with the very substantial fact that in reality 
‘the control of the Reich would have under 
gone no alteration. Herr Hitler would stil! 
be in power, for the overweening ambitions 
of the man ‘would never permit him to be- 
come the figurehead which Marshal von 
Hindenburg was. From that point of view 
the suggested changes in the government of 
the Reich would be merely a continuation of 
‘the Hitlerian régime. 

‘There is a possibility that the well-known 
moderate views of Ficld-Marshal Goering 
might commend themselves to the Allies, but 
these views would continue to be completely 
offset s0 long as Herr Hitler was President, 
Putting the argument in another manner it 
‘must be apparent that Herr Hitler, having 
sold the pass to Communism in exchange 
for fancied help from Russia which has not 
materialized, has betrayed his country to a 
nation which the campaign in Finland has 
shown Germany need never have dreaded, 
and it is clear that there will have to be a 
divorce mensa et thoro between Germany 
Jand the Hitler régime if opposition is to 
be offered to the westward sweep of Bol- 
shevism which both the German military 
caste, and the industrial magnates so patent- 
ly fear.

the peace which is suggested should bring 
about, Whether Herr Hitler is the brains 
or merely the mouthpiece of the system 
really does not matter so Jong as he and his 
associates have no further influence in thé 
government of the Reich, and insidious a 
this reported peace plan 'is, the knowledge 
fof that fact will undoubtedly strengthen 
universal opinion into the belief that the 
destruction of the Hitlerian system is the 
essential pre-requisite without which it is 
not even possible to discuss a cessation of 
hostilities. ‘The proposed abandonment of 
‘autarchy, and a return to world economy 
‘would of course make it necessary that the 
Allies should come forward with economic 
assistance to enable Germany to regain her 
Position amongst the nations of the. world. 
‘The manner in which such aid was availed 
of in the early years after the last war suggests 
‘again that men with the complete lack of 
principles which Herr Hitler and his ace 
complices have, would be most unfitted 10 
enter info relations with the rest of Europe 
which would have to be based upon the 
completest trust and confidence, and not 
even the most convinced optimist can point 
to anything which Herr Hitler has done 
which suggests that any faith at all could 
be placed in him, ‘The fact is that no peace 
‘offensive which does not include a radical 
change in the present government of Ger= 
many ean ever be successful. 














THE PRESI3ZNI’S MESSAGE 

Jan, 5. 
What may ultimately prove to be the most 
important ‘declaration made by any states- 
man since the outbreak of war is to be found 
in President Roosevelt's. message to the 
third session of the 176th Congress of the 
United States, for not only is it a thought- 
ful and well-reasoned exposé of the attitude 
adopted by the United States Government 
towards the present war, but contains as 
definite a condemnation’ of Germany and 
Russia as is possible in the circumstances.

He also declared that peoples of other 
nations had the right to choose their own 
form of government, but that choice should 
be predicated upon a certain freedom which 
they thought essential everywhere. Small 
nations have had their independence 
snatched from them; endeavours are being 
made by at least one nation to snatch away 
the independence of another small country, 
and the nations which have done and aré 
doing these things are Germany and Russia, 
the latter following the example which the 
former has set, though not, up to the present, 
with the same degree of’ success, . The cap 
80 completely ‘ts, for not only is there the 
menace to smalicr pations which President 
Roosevelt mentions, but the attempt to 
dominate the world by concentrated military 
force, to compel. the worship of a god 
imposed by a military leader, prohibition of 
the worship of God and the’ deprivation of 
truth, No-more definite condemnation of 
aggression and aggressors has come from 
the mouth of any neutral statesman, brand- 
ing Germany and Russia as the Ishmaels of 
modern times, 

‘Americans, the President pointed out, did 
not in the slightest abandon the hope, or 
expectation that the United States would 
not become involved in military participa 
tion in the war, but there was a vast differ 
fence between Keeping from war, and pre- 
tending war was none of their business. In 
those simple, but telling phrases President 
Roosevelt gave the direct answer to the 
isolationists who would completely wash 
thelr hands of the whole business of the war 
in Europe. It is completely impossible to 
do s0. While it may not be necessary for 
the United States again to send their sons 
to Europe to straighten out that continent’ 
affairs, there ean be no gainsaying the fact 
that economic, trading, and industrial in~ 
terests demand that the United States should 
not remain as completely aloof as a certain 
school of politieal thought would have them. 
It is all the more important to remember 
that the United States as well as a number 
of other neutral countries may be expected 
to have much to say when the time comes 
for peace to be negotiated. ‘The fact that 
that will be the case is heartily welcomed 
and recognized by the Allies, for it is 
apparent that it is only by an extensive 
common agreement, reached around a table 
at which all the principal countries of the 
world,-—belligerent or not,—shall be seated, 
inspired with the desire that justice shall 
be done in a better atmosphere than that 
Which prevailed at Versailles, that an effec~ 
tive and lasting peace can be assured. It 
the United States, again to use President 
Roosevelt's words, are to “strive with other 
nations to encourage the kind of peace that 
‘will lighten the troubles of the world,” then 
‘American interest in this war con never be 
purely aeademie. Its causes, the manner in 
which it is waged, and the question as to 
Who is to be the’ victor, are all matters 
which the United States’ cannot afford to 
ignore. ‘That the United States can follow 
a modified form of isolationism is plain; 
that they cannot afford complete isolation 
{s even plainer, and President Roosevelt has 
loft no room for doubt as to the manner in 
Which the United States will be expected by 
history to assume the burdens incumbent’ 
upon their greatness as a nation, 

‘Thus, while there must remain neutrality 
to the ‘United States, while they may not 
hhave Yo take nective’ part in present hos 
tilities, they cannot remain cold to the 
struggle which is proceeding, nor the issue 
involved. It is a plain one now. ‘The only 
point is whether democracy shall be per~ 
mitted to survive in Europe, or whether it 
shall go down before the. hideous. ereation 
which denies those it dominates those prin 
ciples of freedom for which the European 
democracies have put _up centuries of 
struggle. France and Great Britain have 
staked their very existence as democracies 
‘on this struggle, forced upon them by the 
use of tyrannous might in the rape of smaller 
‘countries, whose right to exist independently 
cannot be denied even by those who are 
‘suppressing thom, Defeat for the Allies 
‘would mean the sublection of Europe to a 
system of helotry which alone can_satisty 
the irrational ambitions of the coterie of 
iresponsibles at present dominating the 
welfare of Germany. That isa matter 
Which the people of the United States eannot 
regard dispassionately, for, as the President 
says, they “must, as a united people, keep 
ablaze the flames of human liberty, reason, 
democracy and fair play." Those ‘are the 
things for which the Allies stand and are 
fighting. Americans cannot remain unin 
terested when these principles are threatened 
in Europe, and while they may remain 
completely’ neutral in fact, spiritually they. 
for at least an overwhelming. proportion of 
‘them, have already made ‘their judgment 
whieh ranges them at least in sympathy in 
Tine with the Allies. ‘That fact is apparent 
in every line of the President's message 
which deals with the world. situation, for 
in it are condemnation of military ogres 
sion, enunciation of the principles for which 
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‘the Allies stand, and the desire for a just 
peace. It is to be hoped that the next 
twelve months will see the realization of his 
wish: “May the year 1940 be pointed to by 
posterity as another period when democracy 
Justified its existence as the best instrument 
of government yet devised by mankind.” 
That is nothing less than an expression of 
the desire that the European democracies 
‘will succeed in thelr fight. 





DELUDING THE GERMANS 
Jan. 6. 


As it was expected President Roosevelt's 
‘message to Congress is regarded by the Wil- 
hhelmstrasse as “the most violent anti-German 
speech he has ever made;” and there ean be 
‘no doubt that it has aroused considerable 
indignation amongst the Nazi leaders. But 
the ‘President was careful to refrain from 
naming any country, and to enter such a 
verdict as that given in Berlin is to make 
the confdently "expected admission that 
the cap did’ ft after all. Singularly 
fenough, but important as showing to 
what lengths German propaganda will go, 
it Is reported in Netherlands’ newspapers 
‘that the propaganda machinery haz been put 
in motion to turn his words of criticism into 
terms of commendation for the consumption 
ot the German people. When accounts of 
what is broadcast from Berlin for the in~ 
formation of German listeners-in are read it 
{is possible to understand how Herr Hitler's 
doctrine that any le will stick so long as it 
is big enough is being applied in duping the 
German people. Not only that, it is possible 
to understand why the Nazis ‘should inflict 
severe punishment upon Germans found 
eullty of listening to broadcasts from abroad. 
‘The task of turning the President's condem~ 
nation of German aggression into words of 
‘commendation is not so enormous as it would 
‘appear at first blush, for the inventors of 
the fabricated account have little fear that 
‘thelr version will be immediately corrected, 
fand are certain that their lie will have a 
long lease of life before it is eventually run 
to earth —if ever. Apart from the invention 
of taradiddles, in which Dr. Goebbels’ minis- 
try has shown itself so adept, the various 
messages of Nazi leaders over the New Year, 
in themselves form an interesting subject 
for study. Each of them appears to breathe 
nothing but the completest confidence in the 
future success of German arms: It would, of 
course, be foolish if the leaders were to ad~ 
mit to their people the anxieties as to. the 
future which they are undoubtedly suffering, 
and the importance of the factors which 
have produced that hesitancy in Berlin which 
is now so noticeable. 

Field-Marshal Goering speak of the readi- 
ness of the German air arm to raid the 
British Isles directly Herr Hitler gives the 
word. It is known on the other hand that 
hhe does not approve of any such attempt, 
and it is reported that the dissension be 
tween Herr Hitler and himself is such that 
he will not order the German air foree into 
that action without first receiving his in~ 
structions in writing trom his leader. Who 
can blame him? He realizes that when it 
comes o taking air action, it is a game 
at which two can play, andthe British: and 
French air forces are now at such a strength 
that they can be confidently expected not only 
toinflict enormous damage upon any raiding 
force which may be sent up, but ean also 
repay bombing in exactly the same currency. 
On balance, as a result of the various engage- 
ments between Allied and German fliers, it 
may safely be alleged that while the issue 
as to who shall have command of the air 
has not yet been decided, the definite super 
fority of the Allied air’ forces, as shown 
by the results of encounters since, the com- 
mencement of hostilities, gives every pos- 
sible support to the view that they” should 
In the not too distant future secure that 
command to which the Nazis have been 
making completely unsubstantiated claims. 
In the air the Germans have suffered much | 
more than the Allies, and all their propa~ 
‘ganda designed to convince the world of the 
contrary has failed. There is a disposition 
amongst some critics of the Allied  propa- 
Banda campaign to aver that the Nazis are 
superior in this branch of warfare. Those 
who think that are misled by an occasional 
suecess in which the Germans actually 
broadcast a truthful item of news some time 
before the Allies. But a closer examination 
of the German methods show that they have 
inherent qualities which contribute to their 
own defeat. The hullabaloo which was made 
after the bomb incident at Munich, which, 
in highly-suspicious circumstances, was at- 
tributed by the Reich authorities to British 
machinations, has died down. The whole 
slory was received with outspoken sceptic~ 
ism’ throughout the world, and though an 
arrest is alleged to have’ made, and two 
British officials Kidnapped over the Nether= 
lands" border, the world has not yet been 
{old all the full’ details of the story which 
Berlin promised it. 

‘Another similar instance is to be found in 
the alleged sinking of the Ark Royal. Despite 
Admiralty denials that the aircraft carrier 











hurrying to the Uruguayan port to thwart 
any attempt she might make to escape was 
a vessel of the Ark Royal type, while later 
it was admitted by the same agency that it 
was in fact the Ark Royal which visited Rio 
‘de Janciro. The graceful correction of the 
fearlier lie does not, however, hide the fact 
that in this instance, as in so many others, 
truth had eventually to out, and prove the 
uuntruthfulness of the original German claim, 
If such examples as these were not sufficient 
to prove the ineptitude of German propa- 
ganda, the Herr Hitler's doctrine, concerning 
the use of the le as a political weapon, 
Justifies the world at large in assuming that 
any particular item of alleged information 
emanating trom Berlin must of necessity be 
open to the gravest suspicion. Herr Hitler 
forges the weapon cnd Dr. Goebbels uses 
it, and the sorry effect of it all is that even 
when the German Ministry of Propaganda 
tells the truth, experience teaches the worl 
fo suspend judgment until what the Allies 
have to say on the subject becomes known. 
At home German propaganda may have some 
sort of success in deluding the German peo- 
ple because they have access to no other 
information. Abroad the story is an entire~ 
ly different one. In Britain and France there 
is no prohibition against persons listening to 
whatever broadcasting station they wish. 
That in itself is the best possible form of 
propaganda, for it proves conclusively that 
‘whereas the Allies have nothing to fear from 
the truth, the German leaders have a great 
deal. “Otherwise, why -seek to change Pre- 
sident Roosevelt's condemnation into com- 
mendation ? 








A GRAVE AFFAIR 
Jan, 8. 


Nothing but the completest condemnation 
can be expressed of the dastardly attempt 
on the life of Mr. G. Godfrey Phillips, 
Secretary and Commissioner-General to the 
Shanghai Municipal Council, on Avenue Haig 
on Saturday morning. Fortunately the in- 
tended victim escaped without any harm 
whatever, though that fact docs not in any 
way diminish the seriousness of the matter. 
He is to be congratulated on his good fortune, 
while at the same time the hope is expressed 
that he will be afforded such protection as 
to make further attempts on his life un- 
Ukely. ‘The “North-China Daily News," has 
‘at no time hesitated to condemn resort to 
‘assassination as a political weapon as unclean 
and futile. This latest attempt is just as 
much to be reprehended, for no matter what 
the reason was for which Mr. Phillips's life 
was sought those behind the assassins must 
surely have realized that it could in no way 
have influenced the policies which it is his 
duty to carry out. He-has of recent months 
been engaged in endeavouring to bring about 
a settlement of the much-vexed question of 
the outside roads, and it is learned on ex- 
cellent authority’ that substantial progress 
fs being made, and that the matter is in a 
fair way to ‘settlement. It is inevitable, 
therefore, that the conclusion should be 
reached that this attempt on his life was 
designed for the purpose of thwarting that 
settlement, leaving it to be ascertained whe- 
ther the crime was a result of certain cle- 
‘ments in the badlands fearing the outcome 
of an adjustment, or whether it was the 
plan of others more closely connected with 
the political aspect of the matter. ‘There is 
plenty of evidence to indicate that Mr. Phil- 
lips was the intended victim, for his assail- 
fants appear to have made quite sure of his 
identity before opening fire. ‘That fact 
affords ample corroboration for the view 
that the crime was inspired by the desire to 
thwart that adjustment of relations with the 
‘authorities having jurisdiction over the out 
side areas. 

It is clearly not in their interests, but 
most definitely” against them, that present 
negotiations should end in failure, and it is 
because of that fact that it is suggested that 
no stone should be left unturned to get to 
the bottom of the matter, and reveal to the 
whole world exactly who is responsble for 
this particularly foul outrage. If there ever 
were a case in which the Municipal Couneil 
would be justified in offering a very sub- 
stantial reward for information leading to 
the apprehension of the criminals this is it. 
It is a case in which $10,000 would be a 
moderate price for the discovery as to who 
{is actually guilty, and it is urged that the 
‘Municipal Council should waste no time be- 
fore making some such offer. If this 
attempted murder was politically inspired, it 
is imperative that the ratepayers of the In- 
ternational Settlement, Chinese as well as 
foreign, should be apprised of the fact, and 
those guilty, duly punished for their crime. 
If it is merely the attempt of the criminal 
elements in the western area to stave off the 
day of reckoning which must come once the 
outside roads question is settled, then it is 
‘equally essential that they should be brought 
to book. In cither case the Special Ad- 
ministration of the Municipality of Greater

dicated their positions in a manner which 
should leave onlookers in no doubt what~ 
ever, The very fact that certain elements, 
at present unidentified, should seek by 
violence to prevent the orderly processes of 
good government, necessitates a demonstra~ 
tion of proof that they cannot possibly 
succeed, and that attempts at assassination 
such as this can only serve to defeat the 
ends their perpetrators may have in view. 
‘That, and the apprehension and punishment

THE PAST WEEK 
Jan 9 

‘While there was no spectacular develoy 
ment in the hostilities between the Allies 
and Germany during the past week, the same 
cannot be said of the Finnish-Russian war, 
Along the Finnish border, despite the massing 
of large numbers of Soviet troops, the Finns, 
taking every advantage of the terrain and 
climatic conditions, not only fought off, 
Soviet attacks, but in their turn actually’ 
crossed the border into Russia and succeeded 
in cutting the Leningrad-Murmansk railway, 
Should they succeed in remaining astride of 
it, the position of the Russian forees in the 
extreme north, which depend entirely on the 
railway for supplies, will become excep- 
tionally serious. While it was at first 
thought that the Russians, realizing the diM- 
culties caused by the intense cold, would be 
willing to dig in until the spring, and then 
resume activities, it would seem from the 
Jast week's fighting that they have abandoned 
that intention, The despatch * of heavy 
reinforcements. to the front indicate the pos- 
sibility of the Soviet command still trying’ 
to force an early issue, not only in order 
that Finland shall be deprived of the assist 
ance which is being prepared for her, but 
‘also in order to secure some sort of victory 
to allay the uneasiness which it is reported 
exists in Russia now that the promised walk- 
over has been denied the Red Armies, It is 
not suggested that M, Stalin's position has 
been much affected by the failure of the 
Red forees, though it is quite obvious that 
the reverses which have been inflicted upon. 
them redound to the credit of neither the 
Russia ruler nor his high command. Several 
despatches which have come to hand re- 
cently speak of the improvement in Finland's 
military resources and the strengthening of 
her air force, and while no. decision has as 
yet been arrived at there is a definite chance 
that Sweden, if not the whole of Scandinavia, 
may see fit to come out into the open and 
afford Finland that aid which it is impera- 
tive she should have if she is to continue 
her successful resistance against the Red 
invasion. 

Possibly the most important developments 
in the European political situation are on 
the verge of being reached. It is reported 
that the Reich will this week make serious 
decisions as to the manner in which the 
neutral nations shall be treated, while in the 
Balkans the possibility of forming a neutral 
bloc is engaging more attention now than 
it has for some time, With regard to the 
former the German threat against the 
Netherlands which was to be noticed in 
November, and which did not then mat~ 
erialize, is regarded as still being in ex- 
istence, and the invasion of Holland may 
yet be one of the future developments, There 
is aly the suggestion that the neutrality of 






































Switzerland may be disregarded by Ger~ 
many, but should this occur it would merely 
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provide a measure for German desperation, 
and meet with a resistance which it is con 
fidently expected it would be unable to over- 
come, ‘The Swiss have been mobilized along. 
their fortified boundaries ever since hostili- 
ties commenced, and, well trained for the 
type of fighting which the countryside neces- 
sitates, are expected to resist effectively any 
German attempt at invasion. In the Balkans 
the sturdy speech which the King of 
Rumania made in Bessarabia announcing 
the intention of the nation to resist any en= 
croachment has served warning upon both 
Germany and Russia that Rumania will allow 
of no easy walk-over, while in the event 
of the Balkan States arriving at some 
arrangement for mutual defence against 
aggression it may very well be that a halt 
will be called to both German and Russian 
ambitions in that part of the world, Such 
a bloc supnorted by Italy would prove a 
very formidable obstacle to any nation or 
group of nations seeking to dominate the 
Balkans by force of arms, and might serve 
to keep the present conflagration from 
spreading. In this connection the attitude 
of both Italy and Spain towards the present 
war is of singular importance, and the un- 
likelihood of either of those nations going 
to the assistance of Germany so long as she 
Is in close alliance with Soviet Russia is a 
factor which sooner or later may have a 
very decided bearing upon the trend of 
events, 

‘On balance the past week has been wholly 
in favour of the Allies, Casualties amongst 
Allied and neutral shipping during the last 
seven days have been reduced to a minimum, 
and the claim that the German submarine 
and mine menace has definitely been checked 
by the Allied navies is most patently justified. 
On land there has been the normal inactivity 
and the war continues to remain the great 
siege as which it first started. The most 
sensational event of the week was the re~ 
signation of Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha from his 
post as Secretary for War. The facts that 
no reasons have been given for this wholly 
unexpected step, and that politically there 
has been no difference of opinion between 
him and the Prime Minister have given rise 
to considerable mystification which in turn 
is arousing no small degree of resentment. 
Whatever may be Mr. Hore-Belisha's faults, 
his merits as an organizer have been so 
completely demonstrated that the British 
public are naturally anxious over the drop- 
ing of a man who has done such remark- 
ably efficient work. In the circumstances 
he appears to have taken the right decision 
in refusing to accept the presidency of the 
Board of Trade and to resign instead, but 
there will never be complete satisfaction 
until the public are informed as to why it 
was necessary that he should leave the War 
Office, ‘The ‘Prime Minister is in no way 
bound, to give any explanation of his decision, 
nor is Mr, Hore-Belisha, but if the latter 
chooses {0 follow tradition and make a 
Personal statement directly the House of 
‘Commons reassembles it will be welcomed 
43 serving to allay present anxieties. Britons 
will want to know why the Prime Minister, 
while apparently desiring to keep him in the 
Cabinet, did not want him in the War Office, 
and until they do know, and the knowledge 
{is satisfactory, there will be considerable 
criticism, ‘That this development will have 
no effect upon the Government policy re= 
garding the conduct of the war is the only 
pleasing feature about the whole matter, for 
the Reich can hug no comforting reassurance 
to itself, but only the knowledge that the 
Allles are determined to achieve victory and 
to do their utmost to extend the successes 
which they have already gained,

dug-outs. The conditions and. restrictions of 
oth administrations are obscrved. A. photo- 
rapher “may photograph a dug-out from 
‘cross the street on the Eire side, but cannot 
do it on the other side. Two complete sets of 
Toeal governments, school systenss, customs 
lofiecrs and. police forces are in existence and 
fas each differs in the oMeial attitude towards 
‘the hostilities now being waged against, Ger- 
many there are bound to be “incidents.” As 
bombing aeroplanes cannot be described ‘as!

It was only 
for a few hours that shipping tramMe was held 
up ‘as a ‘precautionary measure. Now an 
lunditcinished number of ships, belonging 10 
levery mereantile nation in the world «xcept 
Germany are passing in and out of the Thames 
Estuary daily. Some ships are stilt Jost, but tho 
Importance of these osses may be judged from 
the fact that 99 per cent. of the vast trade of 
ithe Thames Estuary is carried on in safety, In 
Jother words, the German minclaying now only 
sinks " one’ ship in every hundred that 
passin and out of the Thames Betuary. Tho 
ome story may be told of other British ast 
feoast ports—they are all “open and merchant 
Shipping. is entering and leaving them much 
fas usual. All over the North Sta, ‘moreover, 
British warships and countless auxiliary, force 

fare moving freely to and fro, virtually une 
molested by the enomy. If further evidence of 
{the way in which each new threat to merchant

‘China’s Reliance on 


Air Power 


Chungking, Jan, 7, 
Importance of air power is stressed. 
by ‘General Chow  Ya-wel, President 
of the Chinese War Colfege, in a 
pecial article on China's national de- 
fence today in the "Sao Tang Tao," 
offical organ of the Chinese Army. 

General Chow declares. that while 
certain nations of the world must 
fight for expansion as a means of 
self-preservation, the Chinese case is 
‘entirely different. Being sclf-sum- 
felent the key to’ their national de- 
{ence lay in self-defence, not In offen- 
sive operations. 

‘The most dificult problem in 
China's ational deferce ay in. the 
country’s long seacoast and national 
Boundaries ‘without any specific tine 
of defence, ‘China's national defence, 
General Chow continues, has two 
fundamental. requirements—conserip- 
tion, and. air domination. He recalls 
General Chiang Kal-shek's declara- 
tion in 1930 that China must build 
up an alr force comprising 6,000 
machines. 

It was out-of-date at this time, 
General Chow declared, to talk of 
establishing a. strong Chinese Navy. 
Since a strong navy "was for offensive 
purposes or for ihe protection of 
‘overseas: Interests “and” possessions, 
and. this hadno connection with 
China's national defence problems. 


Might Have Been Different 
General Chow deplores the fact 
that China failed to carry out the 
Generalissimo’s programme for build= 
ing up a foree of 5,000 aircraft dur= 
ing the seven-year period between 
1930 and 1037, If China had 
possessed even $00 aeroplanes at the 
Outbreak of the Sino-Japanese hos- 
tilites “there would have been a 
different story," he declares. 

Bofore China could hope to 
possess a strong air foree or power= 
fal national defences she. must 
develop her industries, says General 
Chow. 

In conclusion he urges that the 
nation concentrate on efforts t0 
build up a strong alr force, at the 
same time directing political, econo- 
mie-and industrial efforts ‘towards 
the “deveploment of the country's

Japanese Failures 
Recounted 


Chungking, Jan. 1. 
Confidence of a Chinese victory in 
the present hostilities was expressed 
by General Hsu Pei-keng, | former: 
Chinese military spokesman, and now 
Counsellor of the War Operations 
[Department, in the course of a lengthy 
review of the Sino-Japanese military, 
situation in 1999, 

General Hsu Pel-keng, in his speech, 
divided the year into’ two periods,

Japan's financial and economic eén- 
ditions remained stable during 1939, 
despite complications resulting trom 
the war in Europe, Mr. Kazuo Aoki, 
Finance Minister, declared today in 
‘summarizing the nation's Onahelal af- 
fairs during the past year. 

He noted, however, certain barm- 
‘ful tendeneles which he sald must be 
combatted during the next 12 months,

‘A revision of the taxation system, 
he added, would bring in additional 
Fevenue, ‘but part of this money 
would be ‘used to put the reforms 
into ‘operation. 

Bonds Absorbed 

About 87 per cent. of the bonds 
issued by the Government last year 
were absorbed, he pointed out, While 
this was satistoctory, Mr. Acid sald, 
It would be necessary to increase the 
absorption of bonds this year. 

Foreign trade showed an improve-

during the 2935 gold boom. At that 
time 800 gold “mihing companies 
were formed; of these only 30 re- 
main today. At that ‘time, also, 
Russians not only left for the’Philip- 
pines on their own Initiative, but 
‘were often invited there as. special~ 
ists in the mining industry. At 
present unemployed Russians are 
slowly leaving the islands, lessening, 
the ranks of the jobless’ there—al- 
though Russians who found them= 
selves without work in Manila after 
the gold boom, were helped by. the 
Russian colony of that city, which 
fs closely united. Mr. Leontoviteh 
‘says. that it is impossible to work 
in the Philippines in a “free pro- 
fession” like medicine, law ‘and 
engineering, without first passing a 
Tather stiff "examination, Of all 
Russians in the. islands, only Mr. 
I. V. Konkoy passed these examina- 
tions—and he probably because he 
received his diploma as an engineer 
in the United States. But those 
Russiar:s who arrived in the Philip- 
pine: with Admiral Stark's squadron 
in 1623 have found very satisfactory 
employment, On the whole life in 
the Philippines is not ‘easy, as the 
cost of living is high ‘and “even 
these who receive high salaries 
must reckon with the fact that! 
many concerns do not work the 
whole year around, “and _ collected 
money must be spent during periods 
of enforced inactivity. ‘The climate 
is not of the best kind for Russians, 
but -emigres have an enviable talent| 
for adaption, and those who have,

Capt, Louis R. Carrel 
Shanghai, Jan. 3. 

Captain Louis Raymond Carrel, 
Coast Inspector and. head of the 
Marine Department of the Chinese 
‘Matitime Customs, died at the Coun- 
try. Hospital at G40. a.m. yesterday 
following @ short: Mines.” Captain. 
Carrel Wag. born in Paris on March 
15, 1084," After serving in the British 
Mercantile Marine he joined the 
Chinese Maritime Customs Service as 
‘2 revenue erulser deck oMesr in 1909. 
He was detached for service on the 
Yangtze River and appointed District 
River Inspector at Hankow in Mareh, 
1012, eventually becoming Lower 
Yangtze River Inspector in July, 1918, 
In December, 1029, he was transferred 
to Shanghal ‘and ‘was appointed De- 
uly Const Inspector in June, 1930, 
Suceceding Captain H. E. Hillman us 
Coast Inspector upon ‘the latter's 1¢~ 
tirement in May, 1036. 

In the capacity. of Coast Inspector, 
Captain’ Carrel “has rendered very 
useful "service to the Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment and to the shipping interests 
‘of all nations trading with China. He 
has’ been intimately associated. with 
the development. of the aids to 
navigation in the Yangtze River, 
olably the ‘establishment of radio

Ate they not criminals in the 
eal senso of the word? 

‘Alas, the world is far from perfect.

Dick who Is passing through Shang- 
hhai and is not a resident here; ‘the 
sald cheque payable at the aforesaid 

A Bank. 

Mr. Dick has no time to go to the 
‘Bank and cashes the cheque through 
ja friend, Harry, who has his own 
account at a Bank B. He endorses the 
cheque in favour of Harry. 

Harry signs the cheque and sends 
it to his Bank B so that it may be 
eredited to his account. 

Let it be understood that the che- 
que is properly drafted, that Bank 
‘A-has suMelent funds, and. that all 
signatures are well” and regularly 

‘Now this is what happens: Banke 
Bin sending ‘Tom's cheque to Tom's 
Bank, has guaranteed ‘Harry's 
fendorsement, which is natural, Bank 
}B, of course’ does not know Mr. Dick, 
the rst payee who endorsed the 
‘cheque in favour of Harry, and has 
not to guarantee the signature or 
identity of a man whom Bank B 
ignores entirely. 

Tn my opinion, all that Bank B 
is bound to do is to guarantee the 
endorsement of its own client Harry. 

‘However the cheque is returned 
by Bank A which" refuses to pay 
‘Tom's cheque if Bank B does not 
guarantee “also. Dick's endorsement, 

Is that procedure regular? Ts not 
Ja cheque ‘an instrument which may 

















bear several endorsements of which 
only one, the last one, has to be 
guaranteed by the last payce's Bank. 


How can a Bank guarantee the

jin’ Lwow. The ‘late Metropolitan 
‘Sheptytsky was the last of these 
metropolitans. Not only the re- 
Jcognized spiritual head of the Wes- 
{tern Ukrainians, he was at the same 
‘time the most "eminent “representa 
tive of the politically — moderate 
Ukrainian thought and was as much| 
beloved by the Western Ukrainians: 
as s0 high-placed a man could ever 
be. He was no less feared by the 
Ukraine's foes as by those hot 
blooded partisans “of the O.UN, a 
[Ukrainian organization after the 
/Macedonian lines, merely on account 
Jor his moderateness and fervent 
patriotism, Only under the guise of 
moderateness could the Ukrainians 
of former Poland ever hope to 
Yeconstruct thelr national culture 
‘and life and bring up future con- 
ingents of fighters for an independent 
‘and free democratic Ukraine. More} 
than onee was he on the verge of 
being arrested by the Poles who, 
though themselves having received 
thelr’ freedom and. independence 
from the Western democracies, did 
not suffer the Ukrainians to acquire 
the same benofits—it seems as if the 
disapproval of the Pope was the only 
obstacle. 

We. Ukrainians know how utterly 
unpopular were the Red or White 
Muscovites in the Western Ukraine, 
especially since the time when the 
Reds’ hypoerisy and rude, suppres- 
‘sion of all human and politieal rights 
fof the Ukrainians in. the Soviets 
became widely known in the Western 
Ukraine. ‘The execution of the 75 
years old, half-paralysed Metropolitan.

‘all. For any Chinese with the wel- 
fare of the country and people at 
heart to sce such a disgraceful habit 
going on publicly, while others, ic. 
the "majority “of the Chinese 
Passengers and the responsible 
‘authorities of the public vehicles, do 
not seem to care to put a stop to it, 
it is really. distressing. 

‘The argument advanced by some 
over-patriotie—betier called un 
patriotie—Chinese in defence of their 
Indifference towards such disgraceful 
goings on is that, after all, only the 
foreign concerns are the losers. This 
is no doubt a shortsighted way of 
Joking at it if not a direct encour- 
agement of letting things chinese 
remain as they are even to the 
detriment and degradation of the 
people. But what explanation is 
there on the part on the bus and 
tram authorities in the Settlement 
for their seeming powerlessness to 
stop such disgraceful conduct on the 
part of their employees in order that 
the shareholders and better-class 
Chinese people do not, respectively, 
Jose their financial,’ and morai 
interest?

Sikh’s Death 
INQUEST Ow fnswEN sit 
Before Ar. C. H. Malues, HAM, Coroner 
“Adjourned 
Shanghai, Jan, 6, 

How a foreign police sergeant, who, 
in the early hours of December 13 
‘was travelling inside an S.V.C. arm- 
‘ured car weighing 33% tons, felt two 
‘bumps when proceeding along Robi 
son Road and how he got out of t 
Vehicle to find an Indian watchman, 
Bishen Singh, lying flat on his back 
in the middie of the thoroughfare, 
was deseribed at an inquest held in 
HAM. Police Court yesterday. Heard 
before Mr. C. H. Haines, Hat, Coro- 
ner, the Inquest was on Bishen Singh, 
who died later in the General Hos- 
pital from his injuries which inelud- 
ed fractured vertebrae. At a prev- 
ious hearing evidence had been given 
that Bishen Singh was lying in the 
road when a police search yan and 
the armoured ear in whieh the pollce- 
man witness was a passenger, were 
proceeding towards him. 

‘Dr. 1. G, Anderson, who was the 
first witness called ‘at yesterday's 
hearing, told the Coroner that Bishen 
Singh was under his eare in the 
General Hospital on December 13, 
‘and that he died on December 14. 
Describing hhis injuries, Dr. Anderson 
stated that there was "some bruising 
at the back of the left shoulder but 
there were no injuries or bruises on 
the arms or legs. 

‘The injuries, he said, were directed 
towards the left side of the bod} 
Probably the force had ‘been directiy 
from behind, ‘The injured man did 
ot look is if he had been 
and ecushed and the 
consistent with the offside wheels 
passing over the point of the chould- 
ers. The fracture of the ribs was in 
with the front fold of the arm 
pil, “I would have expected more 
damage to the ribs if the verter 
were broken ax well.” he added. “It 
is not likely that the vertebrae would 
be without” breaking the 









































‘The doctor continued that there 
was no indication that something. 
had gone across the back. The ine 
jury to the vertebrae might have 
‘been caused by a wheel passing over 
the left shoulder and the spine rest- 
ing on a stone or something like 
that. Answering Mr. Haines, Dr. 
Anderson stated that he didnot 
hnotice a smell of alcohol in. Bishen 
Singh's breath. “The man regained. 
consciousness but he “did not say 
wything important. Wis death was. 
directly" due’ to his injuries, whieh. 
‘suggested his having been rin over 
by only one vehicle. There were no 
injuries to the head, Dr. Anderson 
added that the man’s injuries gave 
hhim the impression that he had been 
knocked dows 

In answer to questions put with 
the ‘permission “of the Coroner. 
by Mr. P. Watkin Williams, ro- 
presenting the SACC, Dr. Ander- 
fon stated that the ribs were 
‘each broken in one place. ‘They were 
all broken inwards.” ‘The breaking of 
the ribs could not have caused a 
fraclwre of the vertebrae, Tt was 
possible thatthe Injuries to the 
Yerlebrae were not caused at the same 
time as the injuries to the clavicle 
and ribs. 

For the benefit of the witness, Mr. 
Haines then explained that a Chinese 
‘woman, who had given evidence at a 
previous hearing, had stated that sho 
Suv this man lying on the road and 
hhad seen two vehicles coming along. 
She had shouted to the driver of a 
police search van, which had passed 
between her and the man on the road. 
‘The driver of the armoured ear, the 
Coroner stated, had given evidence 
that he felt two bumps. “It scems 
quite obvious,” Mr. Haines went on, 

‘that the man was ying flat on his 
back and it Tooks as if this partie 
cular ‘van went over him, What is 
fnot clear is, was this man free of 
injury when this van went over him?” 

Dr. Anderson stated that the only 
answer he could give was that the 
Injuries were consistent with the 
wheel of a vehicle weighing 314 tons 
having passed over the left shoulder. 
The injuries (0 the vertebrae, he said, 
could have been eaused by a vehicle 
having run into him. from behind 
when he was in a standing position.

Speedy registration and 
calling Up of new groups will be made 
in the light of manpower requirements 
‘of the ‘three fighting. forces. Mean- 
time, no action is "required by the 
men concerned until public announce- 
rent of the dates of registration of 
‘the various age groups, ‘which. will 
follow. at carefully” worked-out 
Intervals, 

Over Two Millions Liable 

‘The total number of men who since 
the introduction for compulsory ‘ser 
vice have registered or are liable for 
Eervice is now between 200,000 and 
2,750,000 men, in addition to men who 
‘were members of the regular, reserve 
of auxiliary forces before the war and 
those who have entered as volunteers 
since, 

‘The list of reserved occupations will 
naturally decrease the gross total of| 
those now ‘made lable for military 
service, but such exemptions are not 
very ,numerous ‘until the age of 25 
years’ is reached. 

‘Men who registered in October have 
now nearly all been called up. ‘The 
remainder will probably be called up 
in the middle of January. ‘None of 
those registered in December have yet 
been called up, but some are 
pected to receive notices in a week 
OF two, and the whole group may be 
absorbed by the end of February.

Quictest Week of War

experts In. Montevideo were amazed 
fat the success of the three smaller 
British cruisers, 


‘The correspondent writes: One of 
the 10,000-ton £3,750,000 pocket 
battleships, on which Germany had 
staked such high hopes, today swung 
at anchor in Montevideo ‘harbour, 
crippled by at least 13 hits from the 
smaller guns of three British cruisers. 
She had suffered disastrous defeat in 
the frst serious maval engagement of 
the war and one of the most thrilling 
Aghts in the annals of the sea. 

Her opponents were the Ajax, 6.985 
tons; Achilles, 7,090 tons, and Exeter, 
8,300 tons. Bigger and stronger than 
the British vessels that pursued her 
like terriers in an all-day running 
Aght along the Uruguayan coast, the 
German “ship had been foreed to 
turn tall and seek refuge in this 
neutral port with 36° dead and 60 
seriously wounded and with 90 or 40 
minor casualties.

Muge Hole in Bow 


An inspection of the battleship’ 
exterior made it “evident that 
British gunners had done a fine job.

Ught into the crew's sleeping com- 
partment on the port quarter. ‘The 
hole was a yard and a half in diameter, 
‘Tho plates were bent outwards Instead 
of inwards, indicating a terrifle ex- 
plosion inside the vessel, ‘The acro- 
plane on deck had been destroyed.

HILE the Finns continued their intensive patrol warfare behind 
the Russian lines at Salla, Russian planes today bombed and

During the past few days the Russians have sent small squadrons 
of from three to nine planes over northern Finland from two bases, 
Kandalaksja and Uhtua, in an effort to damage Finnish communi- 
cations and impede transportation to the front. 

‘Apart from the destruction of an apartment house at Uleaborg 
‘on Wednesday, when thiee persons were killed, little damage was 
reported. Air raid alarms again sounded at Uleaborg on Thursday 


but no Russian planes appeared.

confirmed nor denied by authoritative Finnish sources today. 


‘On the Salla front it was admitted 
that Finnish patrols penetrated as far 
ag Kandalaksja, the Russian base on.

70 kilometres ‘between the frontier 
and the Murmansk Railway. 

“Atter the defeat of the Russfan 
forees at Tolvajaervi, it was officially 
admitted that the Finns were pure 
suing the Red troops and had srosced

Finns Fight on Russian 

Finnish troops have penetrated 
Russian territory ‘at four different 
points, military authorities sald here 
yesterday. They did not specify, 
What points had been penetrated but 
Implied that they where the Finns 
had entered Russian territory were 
at widely separated sites. along tho 
frontier from the Arctic Sea to Lake 
Ladoga. Also, they did not specity 
whether patrols or large bodies of 
troops had penetrated the Russian 
soll, It was supposed that ohlv pat- 
role had made the penetration, Tt 
was therefore assumed that the front 
has not yet moved into Russia in this, 
region. 

Tt was rumoured at Copenhagen 
that the Murmansk railroad had been 
‘cut in two. places and that two 
bridges had been destroyed, nevoring 
the Russian connection between Len- 
ingrad and Kola, isolating, the towns 
of Murmansk ‘and Krovsk. ‘This 
Would render 60,000 inhabitants of 
the region short of foodstuffs. —

President Roosevelt's proposed bud 
get for 1941 which was presented to 
the Senate yesterday would cut “pork 
barrel” spending, eut relief costs, and 
Initiate new emergency national do- 
fence taxes to raise $460,000,000 for 
his defence programme. 

‘The President opposed taxes which 
would curtail consumer purchasing 
power and thereby directed specula- 
tion toward the possibility of increas 
es in income, estate and inheritance 
taxes, 

‘The 1941 budget totals $8,422,000,000 
—a reduction of $65,000,000 under the 
current year's estimated expendi- 
tures. 

‘The President forceast a Treasury 
revenue of $0,150,000,000—third high- 
est on record—and budgeted for the 
Government's eleventh consecutive 
defleit, The President's message re- 
ported the highest production and 
consumption levels In history, but 
sald that agriculture Is still not 
felting its proper share of the na- 

‘The President did not specify the 
sources for new revenue, but said, 
“I hope Congress will follow | the 
accepted principle of good taxation, 
of taxing according to the ability 10 
ay, and will avold taxes which de- 
erease consumer buying power.” 

‘The President budgeted for a net 
deficit of $2.176,000,000, but avoided 
‘an election year recommendation that, 
the ‘Treasury's  $45,000,000,000 bor- 
rowing limit be inereased to finance 
deficit: spending. 

Mr, Roosevelt estimated that the 
national debt by June 30, 1941—the 
end of the fiscal year for which the 
budget is drawn—will aggregate $44,- 
938,000,000.

U.S. SOVIET POLICY 


By Satimisontan, 


‘The Soviet invasion of Finland marked a 
turning point in American foreign wartime 
policy. To put the matter briefly it enabled 
‘the Administration policy to dominate Con- 
ressional policy instead of being subordinate 
to it. Ever since. 1935, when the first of 
the neutrality acts was passed, Congressional 
policy his been based on the assumption 
that the United States should take no part 
in other nations’ quarrels but devote her- 
self entirely to keeping out of war. In doing. 
this she should leave nothing to chance, but 
should avoid even moral support of one side 
or another, should treat all belligerents as 
‘equally culpable and place them all under 
‘the same impartial ban. Before the neutral- 
ity acts were passed the Administration, bas- 
ing its policy on the impifeations of the Kel~ 
loge Pact, had evolved a theory that the 
United States had a duty asa great power 
to place weight behind the country which 
was the victim of any breach of that pact. 
The force of world public opinion, including 
American public opinion, should be mobilized 
‘against any aggressor power and if other 
nations chose to bring in concert measures 
‘of economic or even, military sanctions. 
against that aggressor then the United States 
should do nothing to hamper thelr efforts. 

‘That was the theory upon which the Ad- 
ministration were working when the wave 
of isolationist sentiment carried the neutrality 
acts through Congress. Every time the 
American Administration raised their voice 
‘against aggression hereafter, the powers ad- 
dressed could see behind the gure of the 
Secretary of State the placard raised by Con- 
gress, “Dont worry ; we won't let him do 
anything.” Despite this dualism in the diree- 
toin of American policy it was possible (pro- 
vided the nations did not resort to war) for 
the Administration pursuing its own concep~ 
tion of what American foreign policy should 
bbe to strengthen the forces opposed to 
‘aggression and hamper the aggressors. Yet 
always in the background was that warning. 
for that encouragement. When aggression 
proceeded to its ultimate extreme of war 
then the Administration policy would be 
swamped by Congressional policy and all 
belligerents would have to be treated alike, 





‘The President was, it was true, able to 
secure the passage by Congress of a new 
version of the Neutrality Act which, while 
maintaining legal impartiality, aid not hamper 
Great Britain's sea-power. After the revised. 
fact was passed it was possible for Britain to 
buy arms in the United States which she could 
pay for and transport. Germany could 
legally do the same but was unable to profit 
owing to Britain's command of the seas. But 
in making this concession Congress took away 
with one hand much that it granted with the 
other. It changed the provisions of a neu- 
trality act which had the effect of present 
ing Germany with an Atlantic fleet as strong 
‘as England’s but it substituted another which 
had the effect of sinking some 80 vessels of 
tho merchant marine which kept England 
supplied with vital food stufts and other pro- 
ducts from abroad, America’s merchant 
marine was taken out of the combat zone 
and forbidden to all at belligerent ports, It 
Femoved a greater number of vessels from 
England's vital trade lanes than the com- 
bined German mine and submarine cam- 
palgns. 

American public opinion in the meantime 
which had been so strongly anti-Nazi that 
American entry into the war was discussed 
not only as a possibility but as a probability 
at the outbreak of hostilities, began to 
change. It did not grow more pro-Nazi but 
it definitely grew more isolationist and to 
some extent less pro-British. The old non- 
sense about British Imperialism clashing with 
the rival power of Germany was brought 
forward again. Excuses were found for Ger- 
‘many's action in the so-called iniquities of 
the Versailles Treaty. Britain, it was ex- 
plained, was making war because her self- 
interest was involved. ‘The self-interest of 
the United States required that she remain 
at peace. She should be particularly careful 
of British propaganda and any statement of 
British policy which did not coincide with 
the isolationist view of British motives was 
regarded as propaganda. In such an atmos- 
phere the ability of the Administration to 
serve America’s true interests, which every 
informed Government official’ realized was 
the: triumph of the forces of Democracy 
against the forees of aggression, was ham= 
ered and rendered almost nil 

















Then came the Soviet attack on Finland 
and an outburst of public indignation which 
‘Swept away any isolationist opposition like 
chaff before a hurricane. ‘There was no 
nonsense about the need for an impartial 
attitude towards Europe’s wars. Finland had 
the undivided support of everybody except 
the Communist minority and Russia was 
subject “fo almost universal condemnation, 
‘The President was able to pick up the scat- 
tered threads of Administration policy and 
place the full moral weight of the United 


no right to make. moral judgments was for- 
gotten. A form of sanctions was applied 
against the Soviets before the invasion was 
three days old. ‘The President issued a pub- 
lie statement that aeroplanes and bombs 
should not be sold to nations which were 
guilty of making unprovoked bombing raids 
an open towns or civilian populations. 


‘The reasons for the contrast between the 
public reaction to Russia's attack on Finland 
and Germany's on Poland lay mainly in the 
sentiment felt for the victim but also in the 
opinions held of the aggressor. ‘There was 
first the disparity in size between Russia and 
Finland, then there was Finland's record as 
‘a debt-payer, her reputation as one of the 
leanliest nations in Europe and her accom~ 
plishments in the realm of sport. There had 
never been any traditional hostility felt in 
any section of the United States towards 
Finland as there had been toward England 
and to a lesser extent towards France. Even 
Poland, though Polish military leaders had 
‘aided the American Colonists in their War 
of Independence, had defaulted on her debt 
and in the eyes of many Republicans should 
never have accepted the Polish corridor. Fin 
Jand started from scratch and was never 
associated in the American mind with any 
thwarting of American ambitions; she was 
neither a commercial, finaneial nor political 
rival and had never been a past enemy. 

Just as Finland was felt to be more de- 
serving of sympathy than England, France 
or Poland so was Russia held to be more 
blameworthy than” Germany. Germany, in 
the American mind, could make some case 
for herself on the grounds that she had been 
discriminated against harshly by the Euro- 
ean victors of the last war; that she had 
some reason to complain that her vast and 
energetic population were deprived of living- 
room. No one could maintain that Russ 
covering one sixth of the land surface of the 
globe was a have-not country suffering from 
claustrophobla and feeling she must expand 
‘or burst, She could hardly complain of en- 
cirelement. 

Moreover while the American public did 
not regard Germany as any great threat to 
the United States, Russia was felt to be more 
dangerous. ‘The’ Communists were more 
active and subtle than the Nazi Bunds 
hhad achieved greater success in stirring 
Lup civil strife, Finally the American pub- 
lic were enraged against the Soviet because 
they felt they had been taken in, Nothing 
very much was ever expected of Germany, 
but Russia was felt by so many people to 
be the one country which really cared for 
the common man, not just the Russian scom- 
‘mon man but the ordinary folk everywhere, 
She had also fooled them into thinking of 
hher as the champion of peace of the rights 
‘of small nations and as the enemy. of 
Fascism, 

Gradunly popes that there wero great 
trading possibilities in Russia died, hopes 
that the Americans whose property had been 
confiscated during the revolution -would be 
repaid vanished. Even the promises made 
at the time of recognition, that Communist 
propaganda inspired by ' Russian leaders 
Would cease, were broken. But it was still 
felt that some good might come from the 
country. This hope grew gradually weaker 
as the German-Soviet alliance was followed 
by the Soviet-Japanese truce, and the in- 
vasion of Poland. It was completely des- 
‘toyed by the attack on Finland . 


‘The reason why the attack on Finland 
was looked upon as something far worse 
than the German attack on Poland was ¢x- 
pressed forcefully by the American column- 
ist Jay Frankain. was, he suggested, akin 
to’ cold blooded’ murder. “People are 
to condone killings” which represent  per= 
sonal quarrels and human situations, say 

family feud or_vendetta....The World War 
Ty, up to the Soviet atiack upon Finland, 
remained within the confines of the interna- 
tional vendetta, Poland, Germany, France 
‘and England were alike entangled in the 
web of alliance and counter-allianee which 
has paralyzed European statesmanship since 
the fall of the. Roman Empire. Generally 
speaking the victims of this system have got 
what they asked for and while the fate of 
Poland or Czechoslovakia excited pity, jus 

tice required a consideration of the whole 
set of circumstances leading up to the 
tragedy. In the ease of Finland no such issue 
fg involved.” 

This conception of Europe, it might be re 
marked in passing, is a favourite one in 
America. It enables the Americans {0 
‘maintain their attitude of moral aloofness 
without suffering fiom any qualms of con- 
sicence. Europeans are by nature warlike, 
{Europeans are always quarreling over boun- 
dary disputes. Hence we Americans would 
be foolish to take sides in Europe's quarrels 
or be deceived by subtle propaganda into 
believing one side has right on its side and 
the other side wrong. ‘There is always a lot 
to be said against both sides. ‘That is the 
American attitude. So much has been said 
in the United States about foreign  pro- 
paganda creating a false picture of Europe 
in America that no one has stopped to con- 
sider that American propaganda in Ameri- 
fea may have created an equally false ple- 
ture of Europe. The Finnish case brought 
‘this omission home.

Rosy hopes are built on the assumption 
that Hitler must be growing more and 


more alarmed at each new success of Stalin 
and at the way in which the Baltic is be- 
coming a Russian lake.

part of the German Russian understanding. 

‘That Russia should desire the restoration 
of areas of the old Russian Empire which 
won their independence following the last 
war is not a very difficult theory to believe. 
To it might be added jealousy of the pro- 
gress made under their bourgeols govern- 
ments, particularly Finland, a progress which 
provided a standing rebuke to the country 
of the interminable five-year plans. ‘There 
must also be considered the ambition of the 
old Tsarist rulers to push along the northern 
tip of the Scandinavian peninsula till an 
open sea port was safely in Russian hands.

There is no doubt at all about the 
kecnness of these women.

Indeed, the enthusiasm 
of the entire “woman power” of 
Great Britain is #0 intense that for 
every job that needs doing at the 
‘moment there is an overwhelming.
